Ottawa, April 18. — Parliament was 
opened with due formality to-day, in the 
presenM^of , a. bcUliant^ MMmblage. inaide, 
whilst on Parliament 'Hill an inimense 
thconi; watched the military display attend- 
ant upon tho Governor.Qeneral'a arrival, 
tho beautifully fine spring weather contri- 
buting to tho snjoyment. An unusual break 
occurred in the roading of the speech from 
tb^ throne in the Senate ohamber, where 
when the Spettker of the Commons had in 
response to the summons taken his position 
at the bar, flinkod by those of his follow 
Commoners who could edge thoir way in, 
there was an unusually groat crowd. The 
epeeoh was firat read in English, without 
iuoidont, bat when Lord Aberdeen had re- 
peated about half of ' id in French tho hum 
of a score of voloea In the body of tho cham- 
ber became so prononnoed that His Exoel- 
lonoy paused, manifesting surnriso and an- 
noyance, and the astonished Black Rod dis- 
pouaiog for the nonce with his digoified 
reserve, thrloa commanded "Silence I" in 
tones BO vigorous us are seldom heard in 
this solemn chamber. Tho speech was as 
followa : 

Eonorable Oentlenien of the Senate ; Oentle- 
^ mm of the house of Commons : 
It la with ranch satisfaotion that I again 

have reoourse to yoar advice and aasiatanoe 

in the administration of the .affahra of the 

Dominion. 

By the andden and lamented death of the 
late Bight Honorable Sir: John'Thdmpaon, 
Canada baa anatained a Krievona^lpas. The 
deep and'^beactlelt aympathy. ezpreaaed by 
BeriMoai'Gribibtiallajaaty the Queen and 
tne manlfeatationa of aorrow with whioh the 
distresslog intelligence waa reoeived thtbngh. 
out the Eonpire, aa well aa tokens' of esteem 
and respect everywhere paid to the memory 
of tho deceased statesman, have been grate- 
fully appreoiated by the people of Canada. 

Siitiefaotory asBUranoes have boon received 
from Her Majesty's government rospooting 
the interpretation of oertaia clanaea in tho 
treaty of oommeroo with Franco. Ratifioa- 
tionawill bo exchanged aa soon as the neces- 
sary legislation has been pasied. 

Tho deproBsion In trade, which has pre- 
vailed throughout tho world for the past 
few years, has made ittelf felb In Canada, 
bun fortunatsly to a less degree than in 
most other oountriea. Althougli this has 
not resulted in any considerable deoreaae in 
the volume of our foreign trade, yet owing 
to low prices and recent reductions in and 
removal of taxation, it has boen followed by 
a serious decrease In revenue derived from 
customs and excise. In order to prodnoe 
equilibrium between revenue and expendi- 
ture for the comlag year, it will be neoes. 
s&ry to observe the greatest poaaible econ- 
omy in tho appropriations for the variona 
branches of the public service. 

Xhe recent aotion of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment enabling-' the varioas Australasiau gor- 
ernmenta to enter into pnferential trade 
relationa with the other self governing colo- 
nlea of the Empire afforda gratifying proof 
that the snggeaciona of the colonial confer- 
ence are being favorably entertained by Her 
Majesty's government. 

In conformity with the recent judgment 
of tho lords of the jadicial committee of the 
Privy Council, to the effect that the dlsacfti- 
tient minority of the people of Manitoba 
have constitutional rights of appeal to the 
Oovornor-General in council against certain 
aots pasaod by tho legislature of tho province 
of Manitoba in relation to the eubjoot of 
education, I have hoard in council lho ap- 
peal, and my deoiaion thoroon has been com- 
municated to tho logislaturo of tho said 
province. Tho papers on tho eubjecb will 
bo laid before you. 

During the period that has olapned since 
tho last ecasion of parliament I have had tho 
opportunity of viaitirg many portions of the 
Dominion, iooluding the Maritime Provinces, 
Manitoba, tho Northwest Territories aLd 
Bfltloh Columbia. Throughout the tours I 
have boen inipresBod and gratified by mani- 
festations of abounding loyalty and public 
Bpirit, and notwithstanding the phase of 
trade diprOBaion already referred to, I 
observed everywhere unmistakable signs of 
that confident! hopcfulneia in tho futuro, 
based on a thorough belief in tho greatucos 
of the resources of Canada, which is one cf 
tho characteristics of the people, and whioh 
furnishes a good augury and pledge of 
further development and progress. 

The government of Newfonndland having 
iotimated ita deaire to renew wgotlationa 
locking to the admiaaion of the dolony into 
the Dominion of Canada, a aab-oommlttee of 
my advisers have recently met in oonforenco 
a delegation from the Island government 
and disousaad with them tho terms of union. 
It will bo a subject of general congratulation 
if tho negotiations now ponding result in tho 
inoorporation of Her Mujeaty'a oUlost 
colonial poasossion into lho Canadian con- 
fedoratioD. 

Measures relating to bankruptcy and in- 
Bolvoncy ond to joint stock companios will 
bo laid boforo you. 'i'ou will also bo askod 
to oonalc'.or aovoral amendments to the in- 
fluranco act; to lho aot rospootlDg Dominion 
notos ; to tho Dominion lands act ; to the 
Indian act ; to tho Northwest Territories 
ropresontation act ; as alao a bill rotpfoting 
tho land aubaidy of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. 
Ocnllanen of the Bovjie of Commons : 

1 have direotod that tho aooounts of the 
past year shall bo laid beforo you. The esti- 
mates for the onauing year will also bo pro- 
aentod. Thpy have bean framed with every 
regard lo economy compalibls with the effi- 
ciency of tho publio Borvino, 
Eonorable Oentlemen of the fcnate / Oeutle- 
men qf the house of Commoiw ; 
' I now leave yon to the diacbargo of tho 
Important dntiea devolving upon you with 
an earnest prayer that being guidqd by the 
spirit of wisdom and pattlotiam ybnr delib- 
erations may, nnder the divine blessing, 
oondnoe to the unity and well-being of 
Canada. 

!I?he Senate, after Hon. Mr. Arsonault had 
been introduced and somo routine busineaa 
had been trdnaaoted, adjourned uotil Mon- 
day as a mark of reapeob to the late Premier. 



The Commons also paid a toaohing tribute 
to him, tho desk last session occupied by Sir 
John Thompson being cDverod by mugnifi 
cent floral offerings bearing the words, " His 
memory green." 

Hon. George Foster led the proceedings In 
the house. Sir C. H, Tapper, who was in 
his usual place, was rallied by Hod. Wilfred 
Lanrier on the retnlbof the Antigoniah eleo 
tion, for whioh Laurler takes consider 
able credit, though jaat why la bard to 
understand. The oppositloa are still unde 
oided aa to whether or not they will offer an 
amendment to the adoption of the addreas, 
the debate upon which will oommenco to- 
morrow and probably continus into next 
week. Mr. W. H. Bonnetb, who in a bye 
election captured Gasb Simooe from the 
Liberals, will move tho addreai,' and Joaeph 
Girouard of Two MoantainSi another' new 
member, will second It. 

The insolvenoy law which last seasion 
passed the Senate will,, contrary to ezpeota- 
tion, be this year again Introdnoed in the 
Commons. IH is a tnbjsob of oommenti that 
tho speech made no mention of the Hndson 
Buy railway proposition, • ■ 

Among tbo several meaanret whioh Hon 
Mr D.kly has in charge ia-ooe 'relating to 
Dominion lands which will; amend and eon 
BoiidAte the present] aot. Xhe bill reapeotiog 
tho land subsidy to the Canadian Paoifio 
railway company extends the area from 
whioh they may select landa doe them, 

Mr. John Charlton is already to the fore 
with his perennial bills respeotlsg Sabbath 
observance and tho age of consont, whioh he 
wlahos to place at eighteen years, He alan 
rO'intimatoa his desiro to abolish the frau 
chiso act and resort to tbo provincial voters' 
lists for DominioQ elections. The super- 
annuation system continuea to excite Mr. 
James MoMullen'a hostility, and he gives 
notice of a motion to abolish ib, 

Mr. Mulooh, natwithstanding that his 
Liberal friends in the Ontario legialaturo 
last week voted down the proposition to for 
bid the Booeptanca of railway poiaea, gives 
notice of his intention to pot the Commons 
on record on the aubjeob ; and to meet bho 
depreseion felb on bis side of the houEe he 
would follow tho example of the separate 
provinces of Australia and cut down the 
salary of the governor of tho oonfederatod 
Dominion to £5,000.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The Hlkado Propesea to>.Vislt the Empexor of 
China. 

Berlin, April 18.— A telegramfrom Tokio 
says that the Mikado has expressed a desire 
to visit Fekin and disonsa with the Chinese 
Emperor the project of an allianoe. He pro- 
poses also to Invito Slam to ally herself with 
China and Japan. 

A dispatch from St. Pete'nbnrgb says : — 
" The newspapers here agree that 
the cession of mainland territory 
to Japan, will compel Europe to intervono 
to procure suoh modification of the treaty as 
will safeguard European intorcsta," 

WILL IN FDTDEE BE PAID. 

An Important Ordcr-in-Conncll Provides for 
Coroners' Jurors and WltnesseSi 

During several years past objeobions have 
frequently been, raised by oitizena snm- 
moned to serve upon coronera jariea— more 
especially busineaa men — to the aafairneas 
of compelling them to devote their time and 
energies to the distasteful work of it. quests 
wilhoub evun partial oompenaation for the 
loss of time involved. It has boen pointed 
out, and two or threo juries have noted 
their views on their findings, that jarors in 
the courts of law are not aaked or expeoted 
to give their services gratis to the Crown; 
and the government has been rtqaestod to 
give consideration to the advisability or 
otherwiso of providing for tho payment of 
jurors and witnesses sammoned on a cor 
oner's precept. 

This consideration has been given, with 
tho roeult that yesterday's British Columbia 
Gazette oontaina tho following notice, by 
whioh ib will be aoen that the government 
has recognized tho juetioo of tho ooutention 
put forward, and has acted accordingly : 

" His Honor tho Lieutonant-Govercor in 
Council, undor tho pioviBiona of tho ' Feea 
Act,' and by virtue ol all powers and 
authoritioa Iheroto enabling, baa been 
pleased to order that tho foos and allow- 
ances in tho following regulation bo paid on 
ooronors' inquoatB, under tho corditiona in 
tho said regulation epccifiad : 

Every coroner ahall, in transmitting an 
inquisition to tho Atitornoy GencrarB de 
partment, farnish a report of tho names of 
jurors and witnesses who have been required 
to Borve at n distanoe of threo miles or more 
from their rosidenoea (with particulars), and 
also a Btatemenb of the time occupied by tho 
proceedings, and any special oircumatanoes 
affeoting tho services rendered by euch jarors 
or witnesses, 

" Suoh report shall be subject bo a revis- 
ion by the departmeab, and jarors and wit- 
noaaes who are held to be eabitlud thereto 
shall reeeive the same feea as tfaoy would bo 
entitled to if attending an assizs and tho 
some aliowanoa for expenses, which shall be 
verified by their statutory deolaration,"

Bdaeation la the Manitoba Schools 
Condemned by the 
Pope. 

Britain ,tbe.^i^]^raBentettve of Eoro- 
pein. IntitreBtB iln^lilearasfaa--- 
Grand Tritnk of Canada. 



London, April 18.— In a letter regarding 
the Inauguration of tho Amerioan aoolety in 
London the Daily News will aay to-morrow: 
" It is curious to notice how the people on 
both sides of the Atlantio have outgrown 
the fooling of mutual disttnsb . and dislike ; 
prevailing in the daya of Hawthorne and 
even later. We ail are glad that better 
times have cnme ; glad that there is no 
longer oooasion for ua to offer Americana or 
for them to offer uf formal. aqiaraaoes of 
good will. . , 

Ibe Daily Telegraph will aomment on the 
formation of the American sooleby in Iron- 
don in the same friendly manner as the 
Daily News. It will say,':; Nothing bub 
good can come of an inatitntion giving our 
Amerioan visitors afabme ln'bsr midsb. The 
benefit to both' partial will Iw equally groat. 
We heartily wlah'the hndertakiog saooess." 

The 'Vosalache Zeitung, of Berlin, says la 
a leader on England's trouble with Nicar- 
agua : " In this matter England represents 
the general European interests aa well aa 
her own. The Central American republic 
have been guilty of repeaud aots of lawlees. 
ness against foreigners, and needs a salu- 
tary losBon. li the United States claim to 
extend the Monroe doctrine so as bo protecb 
these unruly nelghbora, they must al80.nn» 
derbako bho reaponsibility of falfilling their 
international obligatiocs " 

The Measagoro, of Rome, aays that er- 
ProBldenb Lanoella, a Frenchman who pro- 
fesaes to be a Canadian named Dellacroi, has 
been expelled from Italy bfCduae he wrobe 
news letters to several American newspapers 
In which be oaiamniated King Humbert, 
Queen Margaret and Premier Grispl, and : 
spread false reports conoerniDg the Italian 
government. 

There waa another severe earthquake at 
Llabaoh, Austria, a few minutes beforo 6 
o'clock this evening.

religion itself and degrades it from the high 
position it shonld oocnpy in every hnman 
life, particularly in tlie ednoUibn of the 
young. Ib is nob right to aay that parenta 
can supply privately the. religion which 
should bo part of the school ronUne,"

Bright Prospects as an AKricnltnral

Hon. D. W. HIggins, M.P.P., hiia° re- 

turned from Ponb San JaEm, a part of hie 
coDititnenoy, which ho visited with Mr. 
William Clarke, of the Lands and Works 
department, In connootlon with the location 
of a wharf, Mr. Higgins found great 
changes in. thaMtUBmeBjt)^;|.dar|]ig the laafe 
two years some l6,0tib aores "of land have 
l>een taken np in the San Juun and Gordon 
river valleya, and thoro are now fully a hun- 
dred aettlore thoro. The soil is extremely 
rich ; the vecetablea and other produce are 
remarkably fine, and altogether the proa 
peota of that thriving diatriot are very rosy 
from an axriouUural point of view, liesidea, 
the forest woaltii, in the shape of gplendid 
hemlock, cedar and apraoe, la being turned 
• to BOCoant. Mr. Clarke took careful sound 
lagt in the harbor and will report to the 
government wbut he conaiders the proper 
fooation for the wharf. A good place ci.n, 
it le aaid, be fouad outside the bar, which is 
not nearly so dangerous as has been report 
ed, wUIe the harbor is well landlocked and 
a valnable refuge for vessels. 

A public meeting was held at Mr. Arthur 
£inory'a house during Mr. Higgina' visit, 
there being six y aettlers preaenii. Mr. J, 
J. Baird ocoupled the chair and Mr. F. 
Crofton acted as secretary. Hon. Mr. Hig 
gins addressed the leathering, stating that 
the object cf his vibii was to ascertain the 
wants of iha suttlers, i nd to see for himself 
bow they were situated. He apologized for 
the absence of hia colleague, Hen, Mr. 
Pooley, who waa unable through press of 
bualneas to be present. Speeohea wore made 
by tho chairman and MoBsra, James B^krker, 
Murton, Wilkinaon, Emory, Jamea Jordan, 
Wiggs, C M Brown,Blaok8tafrandHnbbs. 

The matter of forming a munloipality 
received some attention, bdt was dropped 
for the preaent. 

Chief Peter of the Paohena Indians, who 
have a reserve at Port San Juan, was intro- 
duced by Rev. Mr. Stone, the Methodist 
missionary. Peter wished to know whether 
if tho wharf were built on a roaorvation it 
would be aa free to Indians us to white men. 
He alao aeked that the Indians be conaulted 
l)efnre tho wharf were built on a reaorve. 

Hon. Mr. Hij^glna replied that govern 
ment wharves were free to everyone, and 
that nothing would be done to infringe upon 
any of the rights of the ladtana. 

A reaolution was passed asking the gov- 
ernment to appoint another road boas and 
at the oonolusion of the meeting a resolu- 
tion waa unanimously paaaed thanking Hon 
Mr. Higgins for his visit and the interest ho 
took in the district, 

Mr. Higgins having 'examined the jun on 
the San Juan river, found that while good 
work bad lieen done towards pleaniog io out 
last year a little ^ more is -.required. The 
letttera deaire) the rgoVenim^at to survey 
aoma mora land but towards the hithi' ao' as 
to make, room for more settlers, and are 
anxioas';to know their atatns 'aa to the tim- 
bet limits,' in ordar'ithat they may settle on 
them if possible, .,The growing importance 
of San Juan'ia shown by Its having been de- 
clared a port .of, entry with Mr, A. Bleakly 
as'eaatdms officer.

-BOYS' BKiGADE IN CANADA. 

Dominion Orsanlzatlon With Lord Aberdeen 
as PrtBlilent— Krltlsh ColamblaOllieers 
to lie AppointeU. 

A conference of officers called by the pro- 
visional president. Rev. T. F. Fothering- 
ham, of the Bnys' Brigade, assembled In 
Toronto on the 26 h of March. There were 
present twenty-two repreaentativea from St. 
John, N.B , Toronto, Hamllten, KIngaton, 
Niagara Falls, Ottawa and Sarnla, and let- 
ters of regret and concurrence were read 
from Montreal, St. Cutharinea, Berlin and 
Victoria, B C. Rev. T. F. Fotheriogharo 
waa elected ohairman and T. W. Nisbet, of 
' Sarnta, secretary of the meeting, which waa 
opened by prayer by Bev. John Young, of 
Voronto. 

T. W: Nisbet, as treasurer of the fund 
raised towards paying the expense of Mr. 
W. A, Smith's visit to Cuiada, reported 
that contributions amonntinir to {311 S5 had 
been received ; that 'this fell abort of Mr. 
Smith's poreonal expenses by $3i, and that 
other expeneea had to be met which would 
mako tho total deficit $164 88. At a later 
BtHgo the account was referred to the execu- 
tive committee to provide ways and means. 

The adoption of a oonstilution for tho 
brigade in Ctinada waa the next order of 
bnainoaa ; tho constitution of tho parcnc 
brigade with some few altcrationa waa 
adopted.

Western Dlutrict Secretary for British 
Columbia — Referred to tho oxecutivo to ap- 
point. 

Executive Committee — W. ]i. Rankin, 
£tq , Halifax ; Bev. John Young, Toronto ; 
Major 'MoLaren, Hamilton ; Rev. A, J. 
MoLeod, Begina f Bev. J. G. Stuart, Lon- 
don, 

The Boys' Brigade ball, Samla, Ont,, was 
then adopted oa the headquarters of tho 
brigade for the Dominion. 

Votes of thanks were , passed, to Messrs. 
Manchenter, Robertson and AUiaon, of St, 
John, N B , for valuable servloea rendered ; 
to Rev. T. F. Fothoriogham for Introducing 
the brigade into thia country and for his ser- 
vioca daring tho past six ycara ; to tho 15. bio 
Society for tho ufic of thoir rooma for tho 
meoting, and to Mr. W. A Smith, of Glas- 
gow, the f;>under of tho Boya' iirigndo, for 
tho intercBting mcotingu ho has hold ainco 
coming hither, and tho intoreab he has 
created in tho work by hia viait to Canada. 

Afcer Bomo dlsousalon on tho practical 
work of the brigade the conference was 
closed by prayer by Bev. I. M. Winfield, 
chaplain to Hia. Exoellenoy the Oovemor- 
Gcneral. 

Tho newly elected oxecutivo committoo 
afterwards met and took steps to raise a 
headquarters fund, and instructed tho secre- 
tary to pnbllah a leaflat containing the oon- 
stltntlon as adopted at the conference, and 
other information, which will be sent to all 
flffiooH M MOD u poislble. 



Word has been received from Eagland of 
the de»th at Weybridgei Surrey, of Sir 
Joseph Needham, in hia eighty-third year. 

Sir Joseph Needham's death reoalla tho 
fact that many years ago be hold tho posi- 
tion of Chief Juatioo of Vancouver Island. 
Governor Kennedy of Vancouver laland land- 
ed at Victoria on Good Friday, 18U4, and the 
next year Mr. Needham oame from England 
to fill the pasition of Chief 'Justice.' Mr, 
Noedham was a barrister in London, and hia 
health having given way ho made up bis 
mind to travel for hia health. At this time 
the post of Chief Jnatloe .of Vanoonver 
laland beoame vacant through the deolslon 
of the legislatare to luperannuate. Chief Jus- 
tice Caraerott and to ask that a' competent 
barrister be aentfromEogland to fill hisplace, 
Mr, Needham wra thereupon appointed. 
Of judicial mind and well versed in law 
Mr, Needham was eminently qualified to 
occupy a seat npon the bench, and hia teree, 
clear judgments always commanded rcapoot. 

Wnen the Mainland and Vancouver Is- 
land oolonioB wero united in 186G, thero 
were two chief juatloee, Mr. Begbie on tho 
mainland and Mr. Needham on the island. 
It waa then conaidored adviaable that there 
ahould bo but one chief juatioe, ao in 1S69 
an ordinanco waa paesea providing that, 
upon a vacancy ocouring In the oflico of 
chief juatioe, on either tho mainland or 
land, the ciBce should be merged into o: o 
under the survivor. Mr. Needham having 
reaigned In 1870, was appointed Chief Jus- 
tice of Trinidad, rccsivlng the distinction 
of knighthood. He retired from active aer' 
vice In 1886 and haa since resided in Eog-

During his oconpancy of the chief justloe- 
sblp of 'V'anooaver Island a serious trouble 
arose in Cariboo over a dispute between two 
rival mining companioa, and for a time the 
aituation was very serious. The difiioulty 
arose out of the jumping of mining claims on 
Grouse Creek by what was called " the 
Canadian Company." Thoir contention waa 
that the Grouao Creek Co had not fulfilled 
the law as to representation. The Govern- 
or commissioned Mr. Needham to hear the 
case and, aooompanied by his son, then a 
lieutenant on H MiS. Boxer (and who after- 
wards resided in Victoria for many years], 
the Chief Justice went to CMiboo. He had 
a talk with the bcysi"- made- himaelt'' agree- 
able and then proceeded to hear the case. 
Before giving judgment he deoided that all 
thegoM— audit was a large amount— that 
had been taken but by this Canadian Com- 
pany must be paid into court. This was 
agreed to, and the money having been paid 
in, ho givo judgment against the company. 
It was only by his tact and good judgment 
that an armed collision between, the oppoa- 
ing parties was avoided. 

A somowhab comioal incident is related of 
a oaeo which he heard in Viotoria. A colored 
man named Carter bfcimo bankrupt and it 
waa popularly Bupposed that ho had hidden 
a largo sum of money. Queationed by tho 
judge Carter beoamo very muoh confusfd 
and replied "yea " to every quealion addroaa- 
ed to him. 

" Have you buried your money ? " osked 
the judge. 
" Yes." 

" In your yard 1 " 
" Yes." . 

The judge then caused tho yard to be 
thoroughly explored by a forco of men but 
not a cent waa diaoovered, for the very good 
roaaon thai there hod been nothing buried. 

Chief Juatioe Needham waa a ahrowd man 
and not eaaily disconcerted, aa may bo aoen 
from the following : On the lat of April 
Bome jokers nailed a quarter of a dollar to 
tho sidewalk and then watched with delight 
people who were trying to pick it up. Along 
came the Chief Justice, and when he found 
the coin nailed heidalmly proceeded to kick 
away at it with his foot till he tooaened it, 
and then with grim aatisfaotion put it in hfa 
pooket.

AN OLD LIBBSAL'S VIBW. 

Senator Sootfa, who is one of the oldest 
and tho ataanobeat) of Canadian Liberals now 
living, has written a letter to the Toronto 
Gloto in which he proves with tho greatest 
clearness that tho course which tho Govern- 
menb is now pursninK with respeoli to the 
Manitoba aohool qaeabion ia no invaalon of 
Provinolal rights. Here ia the first para- 
graph of tho learned Senator's letter : 

Xha Globe seeks to justify its coumo on 
the Manitoba aohool question on the ground 
that Federal action would bo an iaterforeoco 
with Provinoial rights. If, however, the 
constitution of Manitoba does not give its 
Legislature the exolusive power of making 
laws in relation to education, it cannot 
I>e truthfully contended that Federal 
action is any interference with Frovin- 
cial lights when exercised on behalf of 
the reaboration of bhoae piivileges of the 
minority bhab were guaranteed nnder the 
pOBStitation. The Privy Council In Ibsro- 
oaab iadgfflent deals with that aapeob of the 
case in the following eztraob : "Before 
leaving this part of the case ib may be well 
to notice the argnmenb nrged by the re- 
spondent, that the consbraotion which their 
Lardshlps hwe pub upon the second and 
third sub sections of section 22 of the Mani- 
toba Act Is incoDsiatent with the power con- 
ferred upon the Legislature of tho Proviaos 
to ' excineivoly make laws in relation to 
education.' The argument is fallaoloua. 
The power conferred is nob absolute, but 
limited. It is exerclsi^ble only ' subject and 
according to tho following provisions,' The 
sub-sections which follow, therefore, what- 
ever be their true oonstruotion, deGoo tho 
conditlona under which alono the Provincial 
Logislature may logialato in relation to 
education, and indicate tho limitations im- 
posed on and tho exceptions from their 
power of exolnalve legislation." 

Mr. Scotb was a member of the Dominion 
Senate in 1870 when the Manitoba Act, 
which ia the constitution of that Province, 
was paasing through Farliamont. He, in his 
letter, quotes part of tho debate on the sub 
jeot to show that it was the intention of the 
men who enacted the law to limit bhe jaris' 
diotion of the Frovinoe on education In the 
direction of preserving to the minority any 
rights in that regard it may have enjoyed 
and exercised. Tho debate was on 
amendment moved by Mr. Oliver, "raising 
the question of granting the minority the 
right to establisb separate aohools." The 
amendment was lost. The diviaion Hat ia 
given in the letter, on which the writer 
remarks : " It will be observed that ex 
eluding the votes of Catholic mem- 
bers there was a clear majority of 
Proteatants supporting the proposal 
bo grant the minoriby the right to 
establiah separate aohools ; it oannot there- 
fore bo urgf d that it waa by Quebec votes 
that Manitoba's educational powers were 
restricted. Did those mombors, in eupport- 
ing tho righta of tho minority, intend tho 
conceaalon to bo only a sham to be set aside 
and violated when ib suited a purpose 1" 

Tbia very interesting letter also contains 
an extract from a letter written by Sir John 
Maodonald to a member of the Manitoba 
Legislature in 1889, when tho now Educa- 
tion law abolishing separate schools was 
before the Legislative Assembly of that 
Province. The letter explains itself. Hero 
it la: 

You a^k me for advice as to tho courso 
you should take upon the vexed question of 
separate schools in your provinco. Thcro 
is, it GGOins to mo, but ono oourso opon to 
you. By the Manitoba act, the proviaiona of 
tho UN.A. act (see. 93) roapecting lawa 
pasaed for tho protection of minorities in edu- 
cational matters are made applicable to 
Manitoba, and cannot bo changed ; for, by 
tho Imperial act oonnrmiiig tho eatabtlah- 
mont of tho new Provinooa, 'M und ',i^> Vic, 
oh. 2S, eoc. 6, it ia provided that it shall not 
bo compotont for tho Parliament of Canada 
to alter the proviaiona of the Manitoba act 
in so far ua it relates to tho Provinco of 
Manitoba, Ubviously, therefore, the Sep- 
arate Sohool system in Manitoba is beyond 
bbe reach of tho Legislature or of tho Dom- 
inion Parliament. 

From this it is seen that Sir John Mao- 
donald, under whose admlnisbration the 
Manitoba Aot waa enacted, was of opinion 
that the righta of the minority in Manitoba 
were secured by the constitution of the Pro- 
vince, and there can be no qneation, wo 



think, that it was the Intention of the OoV' 
ernment of the day and of the leading men 
in Parliament of both parties that they 
abould be ao seoured. Senator Scotb'a letter 
ia a moat valuable contribution to bhe Manl* 
toba School controversy. 

Senator Scott was Secretary of State in 
the Mackenzie administration, during which 
he was the Leader of tho Senate ; and ainca 
1878 he has baou the Louder of tho Oppooi- 
tloa in that body. It was ho who intro- 
duced into parliament the Canada Temper- 
ance Aot, which baa from the first been 
generally known us the " Scotb Act." 

NOT OMNISOIBNT. 

The organ of the Opposition is generally 
moat poaitive on subjects about which ib 
cannot poaaibly know anything. It said on 
Wedneadoy : "If Mr. Sbswarb haa formed 
any other oonolusion (than that Mr. Fltz- 
almmona waa guilty of groaa miaoonduot) It 
was only through pressure , fromi snperion.'' 
Whab oan bhe Times know about the work* 
ing of the mind of the Inspeotor of Prisons 1 
What does Ib know abcub tho amount and 
the kind of evldonce that are suilicienb to 
lead hiffl to arrive at a oonolusion on the 
subject 2 What can the Times know about 
the Ittflaenoes to which Mr. Stewart was 
exposed or his auaoeptlbllity to ba Influ- 
enced ? How does tho Times know whether 
or not any inlluonoo at all was brought to 
boar upon that offiolal in the Fiizsimmon 
caBo '1 Haa the Times any idoa of tho ridicu- 
lous position In which ib plaoea itself when 
it virtually claims to poaaess the at- 
tribute of omnlaclence? The Times 
la nob omniscient. Ib is. In fao% 
very stupid and exceodingly short-sighted. 
The moat it can do and tho best it can do in 
such cases is to gueas, and the chances are a 
hundred to ono that its gueaeea are tho very 
opposite ofthetrntb. 

Another triok of our ingenuous contem- 
porary la to pronouDoe judgment before 
trial. It cbolly takes for granted that ques- 
tions aakod in tho House of Commoos will 
not bring cub tho information necessary to 
enable those interested in the case to arrive 
at conolutions fair to all parties oonoerned 
it professes to fear that some of *' the deballa 
are so well hidden that no i^aestlon in the 
Houeo will roach them." This trick of pre- 
judicing tho mind of the inquirer is the re. 
verao of honeat. It shows pretty clearly 
that those who resort to it fear that an im- 
partial inquiry will have a result the very 
opposite of that to which they have arrived 
without inquiry. / 

" REOALOITRANTS." 

Tho Times dubs Messrs, Earle and Prior 
"recalcitrants," and aaya that our method 
of defending them ia " feeble and will hardly 
BufHoe." Thoae gentlemen are not recaloi- 
feraats, and they need no defence. Whab 
they did and said ab the Board of Trade 
meeting waa not in any aense wrong; on the 
contrary, it waa perfectly right. They 
were not kicking against anything. They, 
like the great majority of those present, 
were opposed to a foolish and Imprudent 
way of aibempbing bo farther whab all be- 
lieved to be a good enterprlae. Ib is the 
Times which is " feeble " when it attempts 
for mere election purposes lo creuto the Im- 
preaaion that Meaara, Earle and Prior are 
hoatile to the Brltiah Pacific, Everyone 
who is acquainted with the gentlemen knows 
that this is nob bhe case ; and all who 
saw them ab bhe Board of Trade meeting and 
heard what they said — even those who were 
determined to miarepreaont thorn — know 
perfectly well that they evinced aa strong a 
deairo for the eucoeas of tho project aa any 
member who apoko on the subject. 

The Times might as well try to convince 
men whose eyeaighb U good thab black la 
white as to attempt to make tho members of 
the Board of Trade who attended that meet- 
ing believe that Meaara. Earle and Prior 
showed, by v^ord or gesture, that they are 
unfriendly to tho British Paoific. The 
Times' attempt to injure the political proa 
pecta of those gentlemen by mlarepreaenting 
what they aaid at that meeting ia aa Impn 
dent and aa dlahoneat a piece of political 
trickery aa waa ever perpetrated. 

AN EDITOR'S DIVERSION. 



The other day tho Stabistio News-Adver 
tiaer wenb Into figures on the debt— public 
and private — of bhe Province, and arrived 
at a conclusion thab bhe total sum waa some 

where about §22,000,000. Of course, this 
waa mcroly an innocent calculation for the 
amueoment of the editor in a dull moment, 
and bad no reference to politics at all. 
Neither did it enter his mind that tho 
Finance MInistof was in England for the 
purpose of fioabing a loan ; and thab state 
menta liko those, made by guess work, but 
put down as gospel truth, would aesiat most 
materially, in raising (?) tho credit of tho 
Province. At least after calling tho atten 
tlon of the editor of tho paper in quoation to 
it, we are gravely so informed. The fact 
that other papers in the Province did comment 
on it, and that it Is thab olaaa of matter 
which outside papers eagerly seize upon, la 
proof that whether Intended or not it could 
aorvo no good purpoao, moro espocially at 
tho present time. It was not a fair state- 
ment, becauBo it was one-sided ; ib is no 
way anthentio, because ib waa arrived at by 
guessing. If, as the editor now aaaurca 
us, Ib was merely a statistical effort and 
nothing moro, why givo tho liabilltios with 
out tho aasots 1 Such statistical employ- 
mont aa that ia aa aonaeleaa aa ib is unfair. 

We called abtonblon to this fact and 
asked bhe News-Advertiser to devoto a 
little time to footing up the credit side of 
tho column, because a statement of debts 
means nothing without a Btatomonb of 
aota. Wo further pointed out that the 
News-Advortiser flow to tho defence of the 
CP. B Go. when its annual statement 
was atbaoked and held up hard times aa a 
suflioient Qxcuae for falling revenue, lack of 
dividend and all the rest of it. Wo won- 
dered, as all fair-minded, reasonable peop/e 



will wonder, why causes which have com- 
mon effeota aa applied to governments, oor- 
porationa and private individuals, should 
not be ample jnatlSoation for deficits in one 
oaae aa well as another,. -.The 'Dpminlon 
Oovernment will this year anffer a large 
defioib. The Speech from the Throne refers 
ib to the severe depreaalon eziatlng In Can- 
ada aa olsewhore. The News-Advertiser 
will not take iasuo and condemn the Ujmln- 
inn Government on that score. The editor 
ia therefore not honest with himaelf or hia 
readers. 

In Wednesday's Issue ib replies to tjiq 
Colonist in a two column editorial, the 
main feature of which ia the ekilfut avoid- 
anco of tho ieauea raiaed by us. Aa uaual,the 
Newa-Advertiacr, when unable to meet 
square issues squarely pat, has resort to pro- 
fuse verbiage. Boiled down, what it aaya ia 
thab bhere ia no compariaon bebween the Pro- 
vince requiring more money on aooounb of 
falling rovcnue, the result of depresaion, 
and tho failure of the CP, R. to pay dlvi- 
denda from a almilar oauso. Ib does not say 
why, Ita statement is simply " comparison 
la impossible," which ia very muoh like a 
woman'a " bocauae." 

The editor of the News-Advertiser, 
though ho readily enough gave us a ntate- 
mout of our liabilltios — private and public — 
lias failed to meet our Invitation to present a 
statement of our assets, whioh be must know 
would placo our financial position In a very 
difTorenb light from that which it ia hie 
object to show. Ho " hopes " " on an early 
oooaalon " to deal with the matter, but wo 
very muoh suspect that, if ho rofora to it at 
all, his attempt will be characteristically 
wordy and evasive. 

PBAOB RESTORED. 

There ia peace at laat between China and 
Japan. The Chinese have purchased peaice 
ab a very dear rate. They are in the first 

plaoe terribly humiliated. For a great na- 
tion like China, having almost unbounded 
roBouroes, to sutler itself to be beaten almost 
without rosistanoe by a much weaker and a 
far leaa wealthy power ia an unapeakable 
disgraoo. That disgraoe is greatly uocentu 
ated by the humiliating conditions of peace 
which the Chineao have felt themselves 
forced to accept. They mutt pay an im 
menso indemnity to those who have beaten 
them ao badly and with such apparent ease. 
They are compelled to givo up to their con 
querors territory upon which they set a very 
high value. The laland of Formosa^ haa 
hitherto boon looked upon by the Chinese as 
ono of the moat precious parta of their Em- 
pire, and the posscsaion of tho peninsula 
I<ea-tong, with the cities and fortifications 
that aro on it, is almost, if nob altogether, 
nooeaaary to bbe malntonance of China's ia- 
dependence, China haa hitherto loat no op' 
portunlty to aaaerb Ita sovereignty over 
Korea. It is now forced at the dictation 
of Japan to acknowledge ita independence. 

Hard aa are the terma whioh China must 
submit to, they would be moat likely harder 
still If the viotorlcns Japanese did nob know 
thab if they pressed their fallen foe too hard 
the Western nations would interfere and In 
slsb upon their being more moderate in 
their demands. 

It does not yet seem to be very well 
known what sum China haa agreed to pay 
aa indemnity to Japan. The sum is set 
down by acme to be 400,000,000 taele, and 
othera plaoe it ab half that amount. The 
tael is a silver coin which appears to vary in 
value at dlfTcirent times and in diHerent 
places. Ita valuo is six shillings sterling, 
bub we BOO that the New York Times aaya 
that in Pekin ib is worth $1.33 and thab in 
the aonthem part of the Empire it is worth 
from twenty to forty cents moro. If the 
indemnity' is to be paid in Pekin coin and 
If, as seems likely. It is to bo 200,000,000 
taola, its amount will ho §-206,000,000, 
which is enough in all conscience to pay for 
being terribly beaten and everlastingly' dis' 
graced. 

The opening up of China to commercial 
enterprise is the single feature of the terma 
of peace which appears to bo for China's 
bent fit aa well as for thab of tho reab of tho 
world. Ib is pretty clear that China's ex 
treme iaolatlon, and the denae ignorance of 
the sreab maaa of its . population of the 
world of whioh it forma so considerable a 
part, ia ono of the chief oausoa of China's 
woakno3S aa a mtlon. When once the peo- 
ple of China aro stirre d up by constant in 
torcourEO with foreign nationa, and when 
they bog>n to feel bhe promptings of national 
ambition, they will make the improvements 
which aro necessary to enable them to avail 
themselves of their Immense resources and 
to niako uso of tho enormous atrorigth they 
posseea. If, in tho next half century, tho 
Chincso make the advances in civilization 
and in the science and bhe arts of the West 
which J>!.pan haa made In the laat half cen 
tury, they will become a truly formidable 
nation, and there will be some probability 
of thoir playing the part In the great theatre 
of tho world for which some tbeorista say 
they aro destined.

A Novelty Wbloh Almost Blade the Feo- 
pie Wild One Ttaj iMt Month. 

Whou tho ni.autlo of snow was spread 
over tho city that Friday inoruint; in 
Fobrnary, tho people did not know just 
how to take it at first. Then they turned 
in to have fnu. All day tho city was 
practically in the hands of merrymak- 
ers. The. people went - wild over tho 
snow. It was worse than three years 
ago. Then, on the occasion of a very 
slight fall of snow, sonio morohanta got 
outside their stores and began snow- 
balling each o&w; 'andfa-poUoeman in- 
terfered witK'the"Bpori" Thoy turned 
on him and made it so hot for him that 
ho was glad to rotroat, at first slowly, 
but afterward at double qniok, and ho 
finally broke into a run and was chased 
to the barracks, a distance of about 1)4 
miles, by a howling mob of a thous^iud 
mon, women and children. 

The sohool children wore dismissed 
for tbo day after roll call in tho morn- 
ing, so they joined the throng oh tho 
streets. Staid and sober business men, 
bankers, lawyers iuid clergymen went 
along the streets with tightly packed 
balls of snow in thoir hands ready to 
pelt acqnaiutaucos, or, in fact, anybody 
that mado a good target. BangI and 
the silk hat worn by a banker or lawyer 
would leave the head of wearer and 
laud far out in the street. As tho owner 
attempted to capture it a volley of snow- 
balls would oomo from another direc- 
tion. The electric cars wore a mark for 
a large portion of the merrymakers, 
and conductors and niotormon wore 
treated as targets put up expressly for 
tho snowball sharpshooters. Tho con- 
ductors hid thonisolves inside the cars 
most of the time. Along in the after- 
noon, when the fun had become more 
furious and. the^^'oxwas so soft that 
snowballs could bo packed like solid ice, 
tho motormen, after leaving one street 
crossing, would go insido tho car and 
stay there until tho next crossing was 
reached, thus escaping the bombardment 
directed at the cars. 

The women, both young and old, 
wcro not far behind the uion in tho 
sport. Tho height of tlioesoitomontwas 
reached late in tho afternoon, when an 
improvised sleigh turned from one of 
tho side streets into Bull street. It was 
followed by about CO mon and boys, but 
once on this principal thoroughfare tho 
crowd increased tenfold and the noise 
correspondingly. The sleigh went up 
tho street and down again. Every man, 
woman and child^wanted a sleigh ride. 
Tho frail oonvoyande was swarmed with 
passengers ali tlio time, and tho horse 
was well nigh ^hausted by drawing tho 
load and boiii^ pummeled with snow- 
balls. The breaking of windows became 
a favorite pastime. On many street oars 
not a whole pano of glass would bo 
found when they returned to tho car- 
house, so tho order was given to haul 
off the closed oars, and after that only 
open oars were ruh, and the conductors 
and motormen alone woro loft as tar- 
gets. No passengers ventured to rido in 
the open cars. At tho Screvan House 
several largo plate glas.s windows wore 
broken, and in other parts of the city 
damage of a similar nature was report- 
ed. Bequests. were sent to police head- 
quarters that the snowballing bo stop- 
ped, but no attention was paid to them, 
tho police roniouiboriug.ithe, oxperienoo 
of three years ago. 

There were a few serious aeoidents. 
One man was struck in the eye with a 
snowball in which was a small stone. 
Tho eyeball was injured, and loss of 
sightof one eyo may follow. — Savannah 
Letter. 



REDUCED NOBILITY, 



The Count Fluneed, I^Mt, Waa Holned, and 

Hlg Daughter IScciiiiin il Thief. 

The caso of a ruined noblo family 
was made public last week, say.s a Paris 
correspondent. Count Stozzi hazarded 
tho whole of his fortune in big laud 
building speculations in Rome a fow 
years ago and for two or three short 
weeks was seemingly an assured winner 
of millions. But a crash canio while his 
operations wiiro still open, and ho went 
under, with scores of families as noble, 
as ancient and as reckless. 

Tho count's young daughter waa en- 
gaged to bo married at the timo, but 
lier lover proved as fickle as fortune, 
and tho ruined family retired to Bo- 
logna. The young countess, in order to 
support her parent.^, took a place as 
chambermaid and recnntly, under stress 
of poverty, stolo soniu of her mivStre.-^s' 
jowolry, and being tried and convicted 
was mercifully sentenced to only 13 
days' imprisonment, the judge admit- 
ting as oxtoiiuating circumstances tho 
sad change in Ih.t family's fortunes 
Tho publicity thus given to the caso 
m:iy po.ssibly prove tho salvation of tho 
family. The young countess is now 38 
years of age. 



New Eoclnntl Baked Bennn. 

Measure out a quart of white pea 
beana. Put them to soak oveniight in 
three quarts of cold water. The ortho- 
dox dish to bake them in is an unglazod 
pipkin of oartheuwaro, with a handle 
and cover. In the morning drain them 
and rinse them thoroughly in clear oold 
water. Then put them back In the pip- 
kin in which thoy Imvo boon soaking, 
add a tablospoonful of salt, an even ta- 
blespoonful of molasses and a teaspoon- 
ful of mustard. Stir all tlioroughly 
around in the pot. l^ut a heapiiy- tablo- 
spooufnl of buttor down in tho center of 
the beans. Cover them with cold water, 
so that it rises two inches above them. 
Put thoin in a hot oven at 8 o'clock in 
tho morning and lot tlioni cocu steadily 
till 5 in tho afternoon, reuowiug tho 
water as often as it bbllsj^off them.. Let 
thorn brown down in the pot'tbe last 
hour, and they will be done at 6 o'clock. ' 



I'roponcd LeglBlatlon For Sleepltig Cars. 

In New York, for example, a uniform 

rato of 80 cents for a berth, without 

regard to distanco, is called for; in 
Pennsylvania tho rato dunianded is !fl 
for tho first 100 miles and oO cents for 
each additional 100 miles. The legisla- 
tors of Illinois want a rato of $1 for 24 
liours or loss; tho floo.siers aro near to 
passing a bill ti.xing a rato of 7.^ cents 
for the first 100 miles and uO cents for 
each additional ten niiies; in Kansas 
tho purpose is to fix sleeping car rates 
at nothing higher than $1. 50 per night 
and as low as 26 cents per day. A bill 
is almost certain to pass in Arkansas 
limiting tho rato to half a cent a mile, 
and tho legislators of Texas aro minded 
to lix tho rato at $1 a night, etc. — Now 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

Taking 84 stitobos ' a 'sto^^ 
when roady for " the heel divide" them 
equally into two parts, 43 on the two 
frontnoQdlos, which will bo loft as usual 
vrhile doing tho heel, and 43 on tho 
back needle, half of which slip on a see- 
end one, then oast on 68 stitches on two 
now noodles, 29 on each. Join in a oir- 
clo of 100 stitchos held on four noodles. 
Tho 10 extra stitohea will bo docroasod 
at the sides from the two now noodles 
of the 39 atitohes to form gussets, al- 
ways narrowing two stitchos after tho 
beginning of one noodle and two before 
tho two last ones of tlio socoiid needle. 

Thus 4 stitchos will bo lost in ono 
round— 1st, 3d, 5th and 7th rounds: 
Plain — Second round: Knit 3, purl 3 
together, knit 0, pnrl 3 together, knit 
34; pnrl 2 togethor, knit 0, pnrl 3 to- 
gether, knit 3. Knit tbo two other nee- 
dles plain ; 96 stitchos loft. l''ourth round 
— Knit 3, pnrl 3 together, knit 4, pnrl 
2 together, kQit84, pnrl 3 together, knit 
4, pnrl 2 together, knit 3, the two other 
ueodlos plain; 92 stitchos loft. Kopoat 
tho doon'asiiig in tlio Uth and 8tb 
rounds, whon 8-1 stitches will remain — 
viz, 31 on each of tho four ueodlos. Start 
the long side bars by roduciuj,' 20 stitch- 
os, or ono on each noodle for livo rounds. 
Ninth round — Knit 17, purl 3 tofiothor, 
knit i, purl 3 togotlior, knit 17. Repeat 
on tbo 3 othor needles; loaves 80 .stitcli- 
o.s. Tonth and eleventh rounds — Knit. 
Twelfth round — Knit 10, purl 2 togeth- 
er, knit 4, pnrl 3 together, knife 10 and 
so on. Repeat for the IBth, 18th and 
2lBt rounds, knitting 3 rounds plain be- 
tween each reduced ono. When 1 stitch- 
es are loft on every needle, begin to take 
in 40 stitches, 2 on each needle, for tho 
short arms of the cross. Twenty-fourth 
round — Knit 2, purl 3 together, knit 8, 
purl 3 tof,'othor, knit 4, purl 2 together, 
kuit 8 to the cud of tho round, Twouty- 
fifth and twenty-sixth round.= — Knit. 
Twenty-seventh round — Knit 3, pnrl 2 
together, knit G, purl 33 together, knit 
4, purl 3 togethor and so on to end of 
round. Eopoat until 24 stitchos aro loft 
Thirty-Koventh round — Knit Thirty- 
oighth round — Kuit 1, purl 2 togethor 
twice, knit 1. Thirty-ninth round — 
Enit Fortieth round — Knit 1. purl 2 
together, knit 1. 

Twolvo stitciie.s now loft on tho nee- 
dles. Cast oft'. Raiso tho hool stitches 
on two needles and ouoo more form a 
zonnd for the foot with the two front 
needles that had been left aside, and on 
both of those two last reduce eight 
stitches, 10 in all, for gcssots, as done 
at tho beginning of hool, knitting two 
plain rounds botwoon each of tbo eight 
decreasing ones. Repeat, roduoiug thus, 
until about 80 stitchos remain, which 
divide on three needles, and proceed 
with tho foot iu tho ordinary manner. 




Cream of Corn Soni>. 

The following recipe is gleaned from 
Table Talk: 

Bemove the com from one can, cover 
with 3 cups of water and simmer for 
ono hour. Strain, press through asiovo. 
Scald 3 cups of milk, add the oorn and 
1 tablespoonfnl of butter rubbed smooth 
witii 1 tableipoonfnl of flotir.' Mix un- 
til smooth; season with salt popper and 
a few drops of celery extract Add one- 
half of a cnp of cream and stir until 
heated. Take from the lire, add the 
beaten yolk of an egg and serve at 
once. Tho egg or cream may bo omitted, 
but the soup is far more dolioious with 
the addition of both. The corn from 13 
ears equals one can.

The aca was so high and weather eo 
rough that a close examination could nob be 
made. Tho derelict bad a coppor painted 
keel, and anewtred tho detcription of the 
Bering Sea, a newly built schooner of 
Taooma, whioh was engaged In sealiog. She 
went out past tbe Cape last week, and the 
masters of other veisels.who observed her 
commented generally npon ber cranky 
appearance. When sklmining over the sea 
she lay almost on her beam end and looked 
as though she would be a dangerous craft 
out at Hca. The oonaenans of opinion among 
tbe sealing baptaina at the Cape is thab all of 
tbe orew have been drowned. The Boring 
Sea was owned by Edward Johnson and 
John Strand, ahlp carpenters of Old Tacoma 
Five of tho orew wero white men shipped at 
Seattle ; fourteen Indiana wero shipped at 
Neah Bay. Gapt, Larson, who was in oom 
mand. la from Seattle. Tho Rering Sea was 
a now and wnll built craft, 73 feet long, 19 
feet beam and 7 feob deep. She left Seattle 
about February 13, intending to cruise along 
the cooat In th< vicinity of Cape Flattery 
until July, when she would leave for Behring 
aea on a regular orniao. When laab heord 
from the aohoonor hod about forty-five skins 
on board.

THE YUKON CODNTRY. 

Captain Monro on the Immense liesonrces of 
that Section and Us Imperative 
Rc-inircnients. 

Tho Alaska Soiroh L'ghb containa the re- 
port of a long interview with Captain 
Moore on the abpoluto requirementa of the 
Yukon country in tho wi-y of means of 
oonimuuicatioD, in return for whioh it 
would not only help to dovt lopo moab Im- 
portant mining Intereals, bub open up an 
immrnee trade. Ho nays tho climatio con- 
ditions are favorable and a railway oould bo 
built to ono of tho arms of Tugieh lake, 
some thirty-two miles, and there paaaongera 
and freight coulil bo transforred to a river 
steamboat, Lyon canul cuts through the 
greater part of tho ooaat range and Its head- 
waters are within a few miles of tho crest. 
Tho Whito paea, thous;h ab preeenb bub 
llttio used, offara good natural facilities for 
road building, and by tho expenditure of 
aome money can be made pre-eminently the 
beat route to the interior. The headwaters 
of Lynn canal aro divided by tho Cbilkab 
pcnioBuIa into two inlets, tho Chilkab on 
tho weab and tho Chilkoob on the oast ; tho 
northorn arm of tho ■ Chllkoot is known aa 
tho Dvea inlot, and It it ab tho head of thia 
that Yukoners dlaembark when going over 
tho Chilkoob pass. Five milca to tho aouih- 
oasb Skiigway arm makes out from Dyea In 
let, forminz un ozoellcnb harbor, and so 
deep are tbe waters thab a 5,000 ton ship 
can lie within 200 yards of tbe shore.

Tho Yukon district stands in ' the same 
relation to British Columbia a' does Caasiar, 
but it ia much richer in minerals and furs, 
while it ia twenty fold more extensive. The 
bulk of tbo land furs sMpped'from Alatka 
como out of Northern British Columbia and 
tho Northwest Territory, No Canadian 
goods have as yeb passed over the Portage 
for tho Interior excepting an occasional load 
of Ciuadian tyo, principally from Fort 
Simpson. 

The VuUnn baHi'u can bo mado easy of 
aooeaa with what would be called o email 
outlay for a government or company, aa the 
distance from aalc water to the navigable 
waters of the Yukon river, is only uboub

of the council then present, and that the 
said Henry Goward was therefore elected to 
the position ; and whereas ib has sinoo been 
ascertained by reference to tho said ballot 
papers that tho said name of Henry Goward 
did not receive a majirity of tho votes of 
the membors of tho oonncil then present, 
and that the declaration thab be was elected 
to the' position was consequently made In 
error contrary to tho provielons of section 
62 of the council proooduro by-law, 1894 ; 
therefore be It resolved thab eald declaration 
la hereby nullified, and that the council pro 
coed to ballot anew for tbo election of city 
librarian from the said applicants."
